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There were committed to the House of Correction at Deer 
Island during the past year 7,416 males and 879 females, 
making a total of 8,295. As compared with the commit- 
ments last year, these figures show an increase of 810 males 
and a decrease of ^48 females, making a total net increase in 
commitments of 762. The daily average was 1,013, as com- 
pared with 1,007 last year, an increase of 6. Of this num- 
ber, 5,804 males and 731 females, a total of 6,535, wfere com- 
mitted for drunkenness, which shows a total increase of 843, 
as compared with the commitments of last year for the same 
offence ; for all other offences there were committed 1,612 
males and 158 females, making a total of 1,770; of the total 
number, 3,382 males and 94 females, a total of 3,476, were 
committed for non-payment of fine, aggregating twenty-five 
thousand four hundred ninety-one (25,491) dollars ; and of 
the committals for non-payment of fine, 2,857 males and 65 
females, a total of 2,922, aggregating seventeen thousand nine 
hundred eighty-three (17,983) dollars were for drunkenness, 
and 523 males and 29 females, a total of 552, aggregating seven 
thousand five hundred eight (7,508) dollars for other offences ; 
507 males and 14 females, making a total of 521, paid fines 
amounting to four thousand six (4,006) dollars, an increase 
over last year of two hundred ninety-four (294) dollars. 
These figures indicate an increase in the number of commit- 
ments to our institution which is due undoubtedly to the 
present business conditions, dullness in all trades and conse- 
quent lack of employment. There is always a material 
increase in our population in years when conditions are such 
as prevail at the present time. 

There were released during the year on probation 568 males 
and 135 females, making a total of 703; of this number 504 
males and 133 females, a total of 637, were released by permit 
of the Commissioner. One Imndred and ninety-nine applica- 
tions for release on probation were forwarded to the probation 
oflBcer for his recommendation, of which number 36 males 
and 1 female, a total of 37, were returned approved, and 162 
disapproved ; 45 applications were sent to the local district 
probation officers, and 28 males and 1 female, a total of 29, 
were approved and 16 disapproved. Of the total number, 
released, 31 males and 4 females, a total of 35, were recom- 
mitted to the institution, having broken the terms of their 
probation. 

There were released from the Suffolk County Jail, by 
permit of the Commissioner, 30 males and 7 females, making 
a total of 37. 

la my report of last year, I refen*ed to chapter 225, sec- 
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tion 121, of thQ Revised Laws, which permits an inmate of 
our institution to make application for release on probation 
to the Commissioner, and when received by him it is for- 
warded to the probation oflBcer for his recommendation. 
There seems to be a lack of enforcement of this law, as will 
be shown by the large number of applications sent to the 
probation officers, under the provisions of this chapter, for 
their approval, and the very small number which are returned 
approved. 

I also called attention in my previous report to chapter 
220, sections 1 and 2, of the Revised Laws, which gives to the 
judges of the courts power to place persons committed for 
non-payment of fine under the charge of the probation officer, 
giving them a proper time in which to pay the fine. These 
sections of the Revised Laws do not seem to have been 
carried out very generally, as will be shown by the increased 
number of committals for unpaid fines over the report of last 
year. I believe that the carrying out of the provisions of 
these statutes would be of great benefit not only to the 
individual, but to their dependent families. ' 

There were admitted to the Observation Hospital at Deer 
Island 265 males and 76 females, making a total of 341^ 
which shows a slight increase as compared with last year of 2 
males and 9 females, a total of 11. The question of properly 
caring for these observation cases is now being considered by 
the Legislature, and I sincerely hope that some other place 
may be provided to which these cases may be sent, as I do 
not believe they should be admitted to our institution 
hospital. 

Religious services are being held at the institution as usual* 
The Catholic services are conducted by the Rev. William J. 
Scanlan, S.J., who devotes a great deal of his time to the 
good work in which he is interested, holding two services 
regularly on Sunday, one at the men's and the other at the 
women's building. He visits the island during the week, 
doing much good among the inmates at our institution. 
The Protestant services are conducted by the Rev. William 
R. Toulmin, who is constant in his efforts to help the unfor- 
tunates committed to our charge. 

Mrs. Florence Garrettson Spooner, Secretary of the 
Women's Prison Reform League, visits Deer Island frequently, 
continuing in her good work among the women inmates at 
the institution. 

The increased cost of maintenance of the House of Correc- 
tion, as compared with last year, is due partly to the increase 
in the nimiber of commitments, being 742 over the number 
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of committals in 1906 ; the increase in the salaries of 
employees, who were receiving fifty (50) dollars or less per 
month, and the increased number of engineers and firemen 
made necessary by the eight (8) hour law, which went into 
effect May 30, 1907 ; these items call for an expenditure of 
two thousand eight hundred ninety-seven and -^j^ (2,897,70) 
dollars ; the increased cost of subsistence, amounting to three 
thousand eight hundred thirty-six and -^^-^ (3,836.66) dollars ; 
the increased cost of clothing, amounting to two thousand 
nine hundred fifty-seven and -M^ (2,957.32) dollars, and 
the increased cost of fuel, two tnousand six hundred eighty- 
four and yYt) (2,684.49) dollars, making a total of twelve 
thousand three hundred seventy-six and -^y^ (12,376.17) 
dollars, would make the expenditures of the year 1907-08 
somewhat less than for the year 1906-07, were it not for the 
increased cost of the items as stated above. 

A new dining-room for the men prisoners has been built 
in the old prison, so that at the present time no prisoner is 
obliged to eat his meal in his cell. 

The work on the reservoir at Deer Island has made rapid 
progress during the year, and, although it will not be com- 
pleted until early in the spring, it is ready for use in case of 
necessity. 

The extension of the electric lighting service in all the 
buildings at the island has been continued during the year. 

The report of the Master states in detail the changes for 
the improvement of the institution that were made during the 
year, all of which were absolutely necessary, and in some 
instances had been too long delayed. He also suggests other 
changes to be made for the further improvement of the 
institution, which I deem to be necessary and which come 
under the regular departmental improvements. 

The boundary wall which was built under contract by the 
Atlas Construction Company, and under the supervision of 
the City Engineering Department, has been completed, with 
the exception of some minor details, and I am advised by the 
City Engineer that so far as the work has been completed it 
has been done well. This wall was constructed for the pur- 
pose of separating the land belonging to the City of Boston 
from that recently purchased by the United States Govern- 
ment for fortification purposes. The taking of about seventy- 
five acres of land at Deer Island by the government included 
the greater part of our farm, which yielded yearly produce for 
the use of the o£Bicers and inmates at our institution, and on 
which also was raised a large amount of fodder for the 
cattle. This shortage of produce will have to be met with 
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in some way, and we will endeavor this year to cultivate as 
much of the land as possible which now remains in our 
possession ; while we will not be able to raise the quantities 
of vegetables as in previous years, we will, to a certain extent, 
meet the necessities of the institution. 

The removal of the piggery from the government reserva- 
tion was postponed because of the fact that the contract for 
building the foundations, floors and walls of the new piggery 
was not carried out and the season was too far advanced to 
commence work on the same. This matter will b^ taken up 
early in the spring, and although provision was made only 
for the removal of the old piggery, I believe we will be able, 
out of the balance of the sum appropriated for the construc- 
tion of the boundary wall, to erect a piggery, utilizing some 
of the old piggery buildings, which will give us as large and 
substantial a building as the present one. 

The steamer " Monitor " continues doing the work of Deer, 
Long and Rainsford Islands, and has carried to and from the 
different islands during the year 106,018 pasigengers. The 
increased cost of expenditures on accouiit of the steamer 
" Monitor " for the year 1907 was due to the fact that we were 
obliged to connect our office and detention rooms at Eastern 
Avenue wharf, where our boat docks, with the main sewer; 
a new heating apparatus was installed and the office and 
detention rooms were painted and put in good condition. 

The increased cost in office expenditures as compared with 
the year 1906 is caused by the appointment of an additional 
clerk in April, 1907. 

The sum of nine hundred ninety-seven and ^^^^ (997.20) 
dollars, representing the accumulation of sums of money that 
have been held by this department since the year 1877, with 
interest, belonging to former inmates of the several institu- 
tions under the charge of this department, I have deposited 
with the City Treasurer, through the City Collector. The 
above amount of money to be held by the City Treasurer, as 
a special deposit account, as there have been no claims made 
for the same. 

The following changes have taken place in the manage- 
ment of the institution and the resident medical staff of the 
Deer Island Hospital : Mr. James R. Gerrish was removed as 
Master on May 3, 1907, and Capt. Fred G. Hoffman was 
appointed to his position. Mr. L. D. Perkins, Deputy Mas- 
ter, was removed April 30, and Mr. James H. Cronin 
appointed in his place on the 7th of May. Capt. Fred G. 
Hoffman, resigning on August 31, Mr. James H. Cronin was 
appointed as Master on the first day of November, and 
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Mr. William Hendry was appointed Deputy Master on the 
same date to fill vacancy caused by the promotion of Mr. 
Cronin. Dr. Albert A. Taft, Resident Physician at the hos- 
pital, was removed on April 23, and Dr. Bernard F. McGaflS- 
gan, Assistant Physician, was appointed in his place on 
April 24. Dr. Harvey A. Kelly, Interne, was appointed to 
fill vacancy caused by the promotion of Dr. McGaffigan. 
We received and accepted the resignation of Dr. Kelly on 
Januaiy 30, 1908. 

The health of the inmates and the discipline of the insti- 
tution have been excellent during the past year. 

The Commissioner visits the institution at Deer Island 
frequently, and during the interim of Captain Hoffman's 
resignation and the appointment of Mr. Cronin as Master 
spent most of his time at the island making a close and 
thorough examination of the management of the institution, 
and takes pleasure in saying that iii everything pertaining to 
the best management of the institution the officers and those 
in charge seem to take strong interest. 

The department is in good condition and the excellent 
results that have been obtained are due very largely to the 
various officials connected with this department.

Penal Institutions Commissioner : 

Sir, — I respectfully submit the annual report of the Suf- 
folk County House of Correction for the year ending January 
31, 1908, with the customary statistical tables and a few sug- 
gestions which I believe will be of benefit to the institution if 
carried out. 

The present cow barn should be entirely renovated or a new 
bam built for the exclusive stabling of our horses, and the old 
cow barn used for the cows only. I do not think from a 
sanitary point of view that the same bam should be used for 
housing both kinds of animals. 

I would also suggest the installation of an underground 
conduit for steam pipes from the power-house to the hospital 
and from the power-house to the old prison. With the steam 
thus supplied we can run our fire pump and do all of the 
cooking for inmates in the hospital and institution building, 
besides heating the hospital ; this would mean much in the 
saving of wages and coal, as the hospital heating plant could 
be held in reserve or done away with and the boilers at the 
old prison could be given a rest for six months in the year. 
An estimate of the cost of this improvement has already been 
submitted to you. 

A cold storage plant should be installed ; at least ten addi- 
tional arc-lights placed on the grounds of the institution ; a 
plug system of telephones installed with wires placed under- 
ground; the men's new prison should be rewired, as the 
present wire is a constant source of annoyance, grounds being 
frequent owing to the insulation of the wires not keeping out 
the dampness ; new plumbing should be installed in the bake- 
house at an early date and increased sanitary provisions made 
for the officers living in that building ; more electric irons are 
needed in the laundry. 

In the Master's and Deputy Master's house, now occupied 
by the Deputy Master and the clerks, new hard floors have 
been laid and the plumbing thoroughly overhauled ; a steel 
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ceiling has been placed in the hospital kitchen, and the kitchen 
enlarged by the tearing out of two rooms, giving plenty of 
light and air. 

Since November, 1897, the male inmates in the new prison 
have eaten their meals in their cells, and in carrying the food 
from the ground floor to the different divisions much of it 
would be spilled on the floor and in the cells, so that it was 
impossible to keep the building in a neat and clean condition. 
This practice has been entirely done away with, and the men 
now get their meals in the institution building, a dining room 
having been made in the old cane shop. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank you and your office staff for 
the many courtesies extended to me, and to commend Mr. 
Whitney and his assistants for the manner in which they 
have performed their duties at this office. My officers are 
giving me good support, and in consequence the discipline of 
the institution was never better. Mr. Hendry, the Deputy 
Master, is constantly about the buildings and grounds, giving 
the closest supervision to all work carried on, and any com- 
plaints are immediately investigated and rectified'.

Of these, nineteen (19) were committed to insane hos- 
pitals; five (5) to prison camp and hospital, Rutland; 
the remainder scattering. 

Thirty-eight thousand four hundred and sixty-nine (38,469) 
treatments have been given in the out-patient department. 
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A sick call is made in each of the three prisons every 
morning, so that those who require further treatment can be 
taken to the hospital. 

A physical examination is made on each inmate upon his 
arrival into the institution. * 

Five prisoners, three male, two female, who remained over- 
time died — two of phthisis pulmonalis and one each of 
pneumonia, chronic bronchitis, valvular disease of heart. 
One male child died of marasmus. Two prisoners gave 
birth to children — one male and one female child. An over- 
time patient gave birth to a female child. 

Fifteen children of sentenced mothers have been treated at 
the hospital. Of these, one now remains. 

We have had three sudden deaths during the year. Med- 
ical Examiner George B. Magrath viewed the bodies and 
ordered their removal to the morgue for autopsy. 

If we are to have temporary quarters for insane patients, I 
would advocate the fitting of one or two padded rooms that 
would ensure the safety of both patient and attendant. 

We were without the services of an interne throughout the 
year, and also experienced a temporary scarcitj' of nurses. 

Dr. Harvey A. Kelly resigned as assistant January 17, 
1908, 

Drs. Paul Carson and William M. Gay are now associated 
with me in carrying on the hospital duties. 

Valuable and appreciated good work is being done by the 
weekly visits of the dentists from Tufts Dental School.

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN. 



House of Corbbction, Dbbb Island, 
Boston Harbor, January 28, 1908. 

Mr. James H. Cronin, Mailer: 

Dear Sir, — I respectfully submit my annual report. It 
affords me pleasure to be able to say that my relations with 
officers, doctors, matrons, nurses and inmates have been most 
pleasant. Although I try to confine myself to the spiritual 
needs of my people, yet I find myself often obliged to devote 
much time to other offices of charity. 

As far as I am able to judge, the, inmates are well fed and 
kindly treated. I hear of no complaints, and I would be very 
likely to hear them, or of them, if they existed. I can safely 
say, therefore, that harmony and good-will flourish in Deer 
Island. Of course I do not mean to say or imply that there 
is no friction — friction will exist sometimes even in the best 
regulated families. Naturally then it may be expected from 
time to time in a house of correction. 

The custom in vogue here of pardonmg is very good and 
praiseworthy. It shows a kindly and sympathetic heart, and 
a disposition to encourage the fallen ; but many who are sent 
to Deer Island, especially " drunks," need a doctor more than 
a pardon, and should be kept under medical treatment until 
they are cured. Habitual drunkenness is a disease, and as 
such should be treated like any other dangerous complaint 
in the hospital. 

It is very much to be regretted that the law-makers of the 
present day follow so blindly the customs and laws of pre- 
Christian times. The " lex talionis," or the law of retaliation, 
may have been suited to pagan times ; but we should expect 
something better after two thousand years of Christian civili- 
zation. I am of the conviction that the extension of the 
indefinite sentence, in contradistinction to the definite sen- 
tence now imposed by law for each specific crime, would help 
more the moral well-being of the guilty party. A man is not 
often made better by mere punishment ; experience attests 
that a man with criminal propensities can be cured only by 
an appeal to his moral nature. Now, the influence of religion 
and those other forces which in a special way make for his 
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moral improvement, must of necessity be gradual. You can- 
not measure the time it takes these influences to work the 
cure of a nature that, from inclination or force of habit, is 
morally depraved. Hence a definite fixed time of commit- 
ment is, to my mind, in many instances a mistake. 

In concluding this report, I wish to express my sincerest 
appreciation of the deep interest and earnest solicitude at all 
times shown by our worthy Commissioner, Mr. John B. 
Martin, in the work of establishing the Kingdom of Christ 
in the hearts of our unfortunate inmates.
